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COMMENTS 


A very tavorable financial gain for the year is evident from 
the increase of $3,223.45 in your unappropriated surplus as an- 
alyzed on Exhibit C. This gain was realized because the over- 
dratts were limited to $82.96 for Aid to Dependent Children 
and $.41 in the Town Road account, in contrast to the unex- 
pended balances which totaled $4,136.68, one factor being a 
decrease of $909.64 in the cost of snow removal compared with 
the prior year. An increase in the tax levy for administration, 
combined with a decrease of $267.47 in the cost also resulted 
in-a favorable balance in contrast to the overdratt of $704.42 
incurred in the previous year. It was observed, however, that 
the total tax levy for departmental operations was $4,141.50 
greater than for the prior year, the principal increases being 
$2,006.00 for education, $750.00 for protection and $1,375.00 
for general government, all other differences being minor. 


We found that the accounting principles and the concept of 
Municipal affairs are being carried out as contemplated. There 
has been an excellent performance by the officials with whom 
we have been in contact. Our only suggestion in respect to 
financial affairs concerns the town report which appears to cost 
somewhat more than necessary.
